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The  AIDS  Office  has  concluded  that  we  must  substantially  decrease  the  number  of  CARE 
contract  monitorings  in  the  upcoming  cycle.  The  only  programs  which  will  receive  full  site 
visits  are  those  programs  which  were  new  in  1992-93  (approximately  34). 

The  reasons  for  this  decision  are  as  follows:  AIDS  Office  staff  calculated  that  at  least  131 
programs  would  require  site  visits,  and  the  schedule  allowed  for  5  weeks  in  which  to 
complete  that  work.  Clearly,  this  is  not  a  reasonable  workload.  In  addition,  we  were 
informed  yesterday  that  approximately  13  AIDS  Office  positions  are  likely  to  receive 
"bumps"  from  other  Civil  Service  personnel  whose  positions  are  being  eliminated  from  the 
1993-94  budget.  Two  of  those  "bumps"  will  displace  Health  Services  Branch  program 
managers.  The  employees  placed  in  those  positions  will  not  yet  have  the  necessary  training 
in  managing  or  evaluating  AIDS  contracts,  and  will  most  likely  begin  work  in  our  office 
during  the  middle  of  the  monitoring  process.  We  also  have  lost  our  HIV  Services  Manager. 
With  only  2  fully  trained  program  managers  and  no  fully  trained  HIV  Services  Manager,  we 
cannot  conduct  the  usual  scope  of  monitorings. 

We  are  reviewing  options  for  evaluating  the  remaining  100  or  so  programs.  We  will  most 
likely  request  those  providers  to  at  least  submit:  an  update  on  last  year's  monitoring 
recommendations,  a  summary  of  deliverables  to  date,  and  figures  on  staff  and  volunteer 
demographics.  Other  options  for  modified  or  delayed  monitorings  will  be  presented  and 
discussed  at  the  next  Planning  Council  meeting.

The  HIV  Prevention  Planning  Council  and  the  HIV  Prevention  Section  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  are  seeking  nominations  to  the  Community  Advisory  Board  for  a  new 
demonstration  project. 

The  demonstration  project,  funded  by  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention, 
strives  to  strengthen  linkages  between  testing  and  health  services,  and  to  provide  primary 
HIV  prevention  services  to  people  who  are  HIV  positive. 

The  Community  Advisory  Board  (CAB),  will  work  with  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
to  develop  programs  to  implement  primary  HIV  prevention  programs  for  HIV  positive 
individuals  in  San  Francisco.
